Navy Will Surrey Ocean 


Bed Off the West Indie*. 


Princeton, N. J. — The hydro- 


graphic office of the United States 
navy has undertaken another expe- 
dition to the lower West Indie* In 
quest of the exact shape of the 
earth, it has been announced her* 
by Richard M. Field, chairman of 
the committee on ocean basins and 
their margins of the American Geo- 
physical union which aid the expe- 
dition. 


The .objective of the scientists is 


the unique geological area beneath 
the waters off the lower Antilles. 
Aboard the U. S. submarine Bar- 
racuda, they will explore the ocean 
bed in this region through a series 
of gravity force readings in an ef- 
fort to learn more about the forces 
at work. 


Long a leader in this type of sci- 


entific research, the navy has spon- 
sored two previous submarine ex- 
peditions of a similar nature. In 
1928 
the S-21 established forty-nine 


gravity stations in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and the Caribbean sea and the 
S-48 set up more than fifty near the 
Bahamas and Cuba in 1932. Plans 
for the forthcoming trip are in the 
hands of Capt. Lamar R. Leahy, 
navy department hydrographer. 
lo Measure Gravity Force. 


According to the announcement, 


the expedition will "carry out a 
program for measuring the force of 
gravity in the region where the 
great 
West 
Indian 
archipelago 


bends toward South America, 
in 


what is suspected to be one of th* 
greatest deformations of the earth's 
crust and in which there are fre- 
quent eruptions and many earth- 
quakes." 


"Since the variations in the force 


of gravity are greater in the re- 
gion of the archipelagoes than any- 
where else in the world," the an- 
nouncement explains, "it is expect- 
ed that the data obtained will throw 
important light on many geological 
problems." 


Those who will make up the sci- 


entific personnel of the expedition 
are Dr. Maurice Ewlng, Lehigh uni- 
versity geophysicist; Lt. Albert J. 
Hoskinson, gravity expert of the 
United States coast and geological 
survey, and Dr. Harry H. Hess of 
the 
Princeton 
department 
of 


geology. 


New Instruments Carried. 


A crystal clock, borrowed from 


the Bell laboratories of New York, 
will be used by the expedition to 
determine gravity measurements- 
It is believed that this instrument 
will be far more accurate than the 
chronometer 
methods 
formerly 


used. In addition, a multiple pen- 
dulum apparatus, invented and con- 
structed by F. A. Vening Meinesz 
of the Netherlands Geodetic Survey 
will be employed. 


These delicate instruments cannot 


be operated on a surface vessel, and 
it is necessary to use a submarine 
capable of reaching the still water* . 
which lie seventy-five fest below the ! 
surface. About forty-five minutes 
are required to take a gravity read- 
ing. 


When the scientists have finished 


their work in one location, the sub- 
marine emerges and moves from 
twenty-five to seventy-five miles to 
the next spot which has been se- 
lected.

The boat from which the model was 
made is a beautiful craft weighing 
18 tons, powered by two motors, each 
weighing 2,100 pounds.

The Mrrlc« Sunday morning in 


the Redeemer Lutheran Church was 
a festive occasion, Inasmuch as It 
marked tine 40th aanlvenarr of the 
congregation's foundlnf. Organlced 
January 24, 1SJ7, the church ha* 
had a continuing existence through 
lb« years. 


The service wu featured by spe- 


cial music by the choir and a ser- 
mon by th« pastor, the Her. riusiell 
Gaentle, on the theme: "Life Be- 
gins at Forty." 


The putor recalled to tnlad the 


story of the church's txflnnlnf. for 
many years the Lutherans of this 
area bad their preaching and teach 
ing In the German, whlcfi was to be 
expected, since the German Imml 
grants who settled here best under 
stood the mother tongue. Later, how 
«ver, with children and grahdchll 
<tr«n maturing tho German-English 
(lueptlon became tserioun. 
Young 


people In Kreat numbers went over 
into other denominations. 


It became apparent that If Luth 


eranlftin was to be conserved. iom« 
thing had to be done.

First Step Taken 


Their first step was Ufccn when

To that meeting 78 came. An ap- 


peal for funds to carry on the new 
work was made snd nearly 11,000 
iraa contributed. Within a few week* 
another -meeting resulted In the se- 
lection of a name for the church, 
the election of a church council, the 
adoption of a constitutor 
" On Thursday, February 25. a aer- 
vlc« wat held with the Tlev. William 
Richer of Blnghamton preach'ng as 
» candidate for the pulpit. On the 
following Sunday the congregation 
•voted to send him a unanimous call 
Regular ' services were' commenced 
on -Sunday. March 21. In LUcomb's 
Opera House with guest preachers. 
pending the arrival of Paster Bacher. 
, On April- 4. the property at the* cor 
ner of Wurt» and Rogers street* was 
purchased for 1 6.0.00; necessary re- 
noratlons brought the cost up to fS.- 
000 of which f 3.SOO was paid. leav- 
ing an Indebtedness of J 4,500. 


' ; 
Structure Occupied 


By June 13, the structure was oc- 


cupied. the new pastor was on the 
field, ] 88 charter members were en- 
rolled and the Lutheran Church of 
the Redeemer was permanently es- 
tablished. The** early events por- 
tray the vif or and the vitality of the 
church from the dawn of her exist- 
ence. In the span ot five brief 
months the congregation was found- 
ed, organised, bad a spiritual leader 
and a place for worship. 


It waa remarkable, inasmuch as It 


was. done entirely without help. from 
synod. Usually 
mission congrega- 


tions receive substantial grants of 
money for a period of from four to 
eight years until they are ready to be 
self-sustaining. . Here was a church 
independent from the outset. 


Not only did "the church have good 


starting power but she also bad good 
staying power ot which her further- 
development gives ample evidence. 
So rapid was her growth that by 
1903 all debts were cancelled. The 
next year plans were made to lay 
aside a fund lor the building ot a 
new church. 
• Meanwhile 'another pastor 
was 


called to service. 
Under the able 


leadership "of Tastor Snyder the eon- 
grecatlon so expanded that It "broke 
through the walls." what with a 
Sunday school of more than 300 pu- 
pil*. and a parish ot more than fiOO

The church at Clynnog Fawr, • 


few miles down the coast from 
Carnarvon, Wales, preserves as one 
of its curiosities a pair of dog tones, 
used in the old days for seizin* fight- 
ing dogs and throwing them out of 
church. 


In the past it was a common thing 


for Welsh sheep dogs to follow their 
masters to church and curl up in 
the pew, sleeping through the serv- 
ice. 
Occasionally, as th* Welsh 


used to say, "the devil would enter 
into them" and there would be a 
fight, until the dog tongs, shaped 
like coal tongs with large teeth, 
were taken down from th* wall and 
used to eject th* fighting animals. 


One Welsh parson, it is said, used 


to take his dog Tango to church, 
where it would sleep in front of the 
lectern while its master conducted 
the worship. One day the dog spied 
an enemy, a farmer's dog. in the 
congregation and a ternflc fight be- 
gan. 


The dog tongs were useless and 


the tight became so exciting that the 
church service was suspended and 
even-one gathered round to watch. 
Above the noise of the battle, vis- 
itors to this region about Mount 
Snowden are always told, the par- 
son's voice could be heard shout- 
inf. "Three to one on Tango!"
